Just minutes ago, an FTII student was transferred to the ICU after he was shifted to the 
hospital because his blood sugar levels drastically fell after 30 hours of hunger strike. 


The entire FTII collective as well as scores of citizens of this country who have no direct connection 
with this institute are all now massively concerned at how the careers, education and now LIVES of 
the students of this institute are being treated so frivolously. 


There is a CRITICAL NEED to immediately resolve this situation. The lives of this institute's students 
are nowat stake. After 92 days, itis an unfortunate and grave situation that the students have found 
themselves in, and an immediate dialogue must be arranged at the earliest possible time. 


The students are keen to arrive ata solution, but for this, we need to have a dialogue with the 
actual decision makers of this institute, so that we can arrive at this solution immediately. 


The deteriorating health of the students currently on the hunger strike at present, and the fact that 
one student is lying in the ICU screeches out for immediate attention, and we do strongly yet 
sincerely want to convey that an official dialogue must take place immediately. The information 
and broadcasting ministry absolutely must at this moment take proactive measures in resolving 
this most perilous situation.
